He spent most of his fortune imprudently 
in youth, and then had a harder fight in 
life than was agieeable to his luxurious 
tastes and not active habits. He was ol 
too kindly a nature for the differences ol 
wealth, and position with which, he came 
in contact to engender malice1 or even en- 
vy, but he let his sense of it be felt in hu- 
morous comparisons and'exaggerated dis 
Unctions, and at times, when the great 
gloom of his existence fell too heavy on 
him, he did not entirely conquer a morbid 
discontent of the happier fates and cir 
cilmstances of those ne (ustly thought no 
better or wiser ttuu himself 'But his good 
education at a high-class school, which 
-gave to his writings a classical flivor tha 
distinguishes them so prominently from 
those of his great competitorin fiction, am 
bis association at Cambridge with all the 
best of past and present culture, would 
alone have sSved him fromjany similitude 
to the impersonation, of-bad taste and tern 
per which disfigures these volumes.
